The quarterly meeting of 
Louisville conferences of the 
Vincent de Paul 8oclety was held 
Sunday afternoon in the hall of the 
Knights of Columbus on Fourth 
street, with an attendance of about 
700 members. Though the -weather 
was rather disagreeable every con- 
ference was well represented, many 
coming long distances. A moat grat- 
ifying feature of the meeting was 
the solemn blessing bestowed by the 
Rev Father Oscar Ackermsnn. pas- 
tor of St. Philip Nerl's church, with 
i relic of the pstron saint of this 
grandest of all Catholic charity or- 
ganisation!. 

President John J. Caffrey occupied 
the chair and was elated with the 
presence of so many earnest men. He 
had presented to the Holy Cross Con- 
ference the papers and official notice 
of Its aggregation from the Superior 
General In Paris, France. Secretary 
Thnmas Bohan read the reports, 
which showed an active membership 
of 1,015 and 163 additional sub- 
scribers on the roll, the net Increase 
being 1S2. The Vlnoentlans made 
1,631 visits and furnished relief to 
1,294 persons, expending In char- 
itable work the sum of $4,354.12. 
The work of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society Is performed quietly and 
without ostentation, and therefore 
few people realise what It Is doing 
for the poor and unfortunate of this 
olty. 

All the conferences received holy 
?ommunion at their respective 
churches In the morning, and at the 
afternoon meeting each submitted Its 



account covering the memoersl 
and what had been done during the 
winter. 

Rev. Father Oscar Ackermann, D. 
C. L., delivered the principal ad- 
dress, which was listened to with the 
closest attention from the first to 
the last sentence. All our actions, 
he said, should begin and end with 
God, who is the father of all. Dwell- 
ing upon the life and works of St. 
Vincent de Paul, be explained that 
the real motive when we do charity 
should be for the honor and glory of 
Clod and the sancttflcation of onr 
touls. and without such motives men 
will fall to obtain the results they 
deajre,

Vlncentlan should be frequently for 
titled by the sacraments and thereby 
filled with grace. Such a man will 
be noted everywhere and wield a 
powerful Influence for good among 
those with whom he mingles. His 
words left their Impress and drew 
forth many expressions of approval.

He wss pleased with the 
meeting and the results achieved 
and spoke most encouragingly to the 
combined conferences. Rev. Father 
Deppen. whose Interest In the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society Is always 
apparent, was called for and re- 
sponded with a few remarks that 
were happy and appreciated. In 
which he said that he believed the 
spirit of their patron saint pervaded 
the meeting and Ita proceedings. 

During the past year there hae 
been a marked Increase In the growth 
and work of this society, and It will 
t>e the object of each conference to 
make a still \etter showing one 
hence.

Some Surprise* Tor G« 
era I Public of Pre 
entDay. 



, Everyone Is familiar with the fat, 
*>lly monks whom brewers and dis- 
tillers picture In their advertise- 
ments, and they have served this 
purpose so long that the general pub- 
lic will doubtless be surprised to 
team that the monks of old played 
an Important part In the prohibition 
movements of their day. The first 
order of monks was founded at 
Alexandria by Bt. Mark the Evan- 
gelist. The contemporary Jewish 
historian. Phllo. calls them thera- 
peutae (nurses or healers), and says 
that they were total abstainers. The 
first known rule for monks was com- 
posed by St. Pachomlus In the third 
century; It prescribes total abstin- 
ence. By the middle of the fourth 
century Egypt alone had 50,000 
monks following St Pachomlus' rule, 
which spread to Palestine, Greece, 
Dalmatla, Ireland, France, England, 
Scotland and Germany. The 
Basllian rule, composed by St. Basil, 
aays: "The drinking of water, which 
Is the natural drink, and which satis- 
fies nature, Is promulgated for aM 
(monks)." Of the monks of the 
Jordan we are told that "the word 
of God was their inexhaustible supply 
of food, and to the body tbey allowed 
only what was neoeesary — 'bread and 
water." The rule made for the 
monks of Gaul by St. Martin, flr*t 
Bishop of Tours, prescribed total 
abstinence. The monks of Lerlns In 
the south of France followed the rule 
of St Pachomlus. The monks of 
Bohemia were so abstemious that 
they did not drink water freely. "It 
is well known to everybody that the 
monks nse no other drink but water. 
Even water is given plentifully to 
the sick only; to others it Is meas- 
ured out." St. Augustine wrote: 
"Anyone who reads the lives of the 
saints, especially the monks of the 
desert, can not fall to see that they

meat and wine." 

St. Benedict, an Italian, was the 
first founder of a monastic order al- 
lowing wine. His rule, composed In 
the sixth century, allows-'w hcmU»a 
of wine" per day to each monk work- 
ing bard In the fields. In spite of the 
great popularity enjoyed by the 
Benedictines, the Irish and English 
monks persevered In their total ab- 
stinence rules for several centuries 
after St. Benedict. St. Columban and 
his twelve, companions carried their 
total absttuence rule from Ireland 
Into many French monasteries. They 
also founded the monastery of 8t. 
Gall in Swltxerland and that of 
Boblo between Milan and Germany. 
St. Boniface, another Irishman, 
founded total abstinence monasteries 
In Germany. He wrote of his Ger- 
mans to Pope Zachary: "They are 
men of strict abstinence, without 
meat and wine, without beer and 
servants, satisfied with the labor of 
their own-hands.'' Jn the Irish mon- 
asteries of Bengor and St. Comgall 
"the meal consisted of nothing but 
bread and water and vegetables; 
milk and other victuals were un- 
known to both sight and taste until, 
upon the advice of St. Flnbar, milk 
was allowed to the aged and the 
infirm." The monks of Lindlsfarne, 
England, were total abstainers until 
they received Into their monastery 
King Ceolwuir. who died In 760. 
When the King became a monk he 
had the rule changed so as to allow 
the monks of Lindlsfarne to drink 
wine and beer. Up to that time they 
were In the habit of drinking only 
milk and water, according to the 
ancient tradition of 8t. Aldan, the 
first superior of that church 
monastery."

NO CHANGE TO DEFEAT SHERLEY 



The Baton-Thompson primary bill, 
hlch wss signed by Gov. McCreary 
Wednesday and Is now a law, prom- 
ises to play havoc with the Republi- 
can party in Kentucky, and will es- 
pecially work detriment In the local 
O. O, P. ranks, as It gives the colored 
brother a chance to dominate the 
nominations In that party and run 
under the Republican emblem In No- 
vember. The figures for 1909 
showed a total -Republican registra- 
tion of 18,795, -which dwindled to 
12,844 In 1911, and In round num- 
bers about 7,000 of these figures were 
negroes. The colored brother Is be- 
coming more and more tired of the 
Republican promises of political pie, 
and now that they see a chance to 
grab the nominations It Is a certainty 
that the smart negro leaders will not 
overlook a bet. The Evening Post 
has confesed that no one in the Re- 
publican party wants tbe nomination 
for Congress to oppose the Sherley 
buzz-saw this coming November, not 
even the ex-Democrats who have 
been posing In the Republican party 
the last several years as reformers 
cause they thought they saw a 
chance for some fat salaried office. 
In view of this fact it will not be sur- 
prising If a colored brother Is not the 
Republican nominee for Congress 
this year, and It is possible they will 
capture a few nominations next year, 
such as Sheriff, Jailer, Bailiff and a 
few Aldermen and Councllmen. 

The Leglalatlve probe of the 
Louisville Board of Education Just 
finished has accomplished a great 
deal of good In spite of the frantic 
attempts of tbe four daily papers to 
gloss over the faults of the board. 
There can be no question but that the 
board and Its executive officers have 
been acting with high-handed au- 
thority In the management of the 
schools. Business Director Jone* be- 
ing clothed with the powers of a 
Csar. Not a single one of the dally 
papers has dared discuss the fairness 
of the present representation, all of 
the members living In one section of 
the city, or questioned the right of 
Federal employes to sign the petition 
of one of the present members for a 
place on tbe ballot, notwithstanding 
that It Is positively contrary to civil 
service rules for a Federal employe 
to attach his algnature to any politi- 
cal petition whatever. The present 
Board of Education does not truly 
represent the taxpayers of this city, 
some of the present bosrd having 
been elected through the combination 
of a dark lantern society and tbe 
knifing of two men who entrusted 
their fortunes to a so-called Good 
ivernment ticket, one on account of 
his religion and the other on account 
of his union labor principles. All In 
all. Representative. Meyer has earned 
the thanks of the Louisville taxpay- 
ers, for bis investlgstlon will serve 
to keep a check on this authoritative 
board and Its officials If nothing 
else. 

There have been rumors of a dark 
horse announcing for the Democratic 
nomination for Congress In this dis- 
trict, which Is hsrdly probable 
though, aa there Is not the slightest 
chance for anyone to dsfest Con- 
gressman Sherley either for tbe nom- 
ination or election, as his splendid 
and courageous record In Washing- 
ton has rightly earned for him ths 
support of every voter in the Fifth 
district.

STAND FOR CLEAN AND PURE 



At the snnlversary bsnquet of St. 
Michael's Catholic Club at Prov- 
idence. R. L. Gov. Pothter and 
former Gov. Hlgglns, both of whom 
are Catholics, delivered addresses. 
When former Gov. Hlgglns arose to 
sddress the audience he received 
great applause. He said: "The day 
for making any Catholic explain his 
loyally or apologise for his citizen- 
ship has gone by. We Catholics, liv- 
ing a free State, ought not to be 
called upon to explain or apologize 
for our citizenship. Citizenship 
moans civic loyalty and obedience to 
constituted authority and these are 
the basic principles of Catholicity. 
The Catholic church lays it down as 
a cardinal principle. The church does 
not specify what kind of a govern- 
ment you must have, whether it 
shall be a republic or a monarchy. It 
says you must hare that form which 
Is best adapted to your people. It 
says that whatever form it Is, you 
must be loyal to It. You must not 
only be loyal to It, you must be pre- 
pared to lay down your life In de- 
fense of It. 

■■catholics are sometimes looked 
upon with suspicion by the ignorant 
In regard to their citizenship. These 
differences srlse through lack of 
culture on the part of our opponents 
and misconception. They come from 
Inborn prejudices of ages long past. 
They tell us that during the Middle 
Ages tbe church sought to obtain 
temporal power, but they are ev- 
idently unnequalnted with the his- 
tory of the Middle Ages. They don't 
tell you that a large part of the civil 
power of ths church came by direct 
grant from Emperors and Kings. To 
the one who would Investigate the 
real character of Catholic teachings, 
to htm no difficulty should arise In 
understanding how a Catholic can be 
a good citizen. In view of the doc- 
trine laid dbwu by Pope Leo XIII. 
can any person understanding truly 
the dogma of the church have any 
question about the citizenship of a 
Catholic. 

"What we ask Is that we ha 
Judged by our best, not by our worst. 
We have as little use as any for tbe 
so-called Catholics who give public 
scandal, who show graft In public 
office. Our standards are based 
upon the character and actions of 
the best of Cathollca. The men who 
live olean lives snd give the best 
there Is In them when called to pub- 
lic office. Places of the highest 
honor and responsibility have been 
filled with credit by real Catholics. 
The Judiciary, Cabinet positions and 
United States Senatorships have been 
filled with credit and pride. It Is 
too late at this date to make any 
Catholic explain bis loyalty or apolo- 
gise for his citizenship. As Catholics 
we want every Catholic to stand for 
everything that Is clean and true. We 
want the name of Catholic citizen to 
be always synonymous with and to 
stand for good government and anti- 
graft and boodle. We want to see 
him stand for sobriety, cslm Judg- 
ment SUd Intelligent discrimination 
We want him to be the tall to no 
man's kite or the bounden serf of 
any clique. We want him to be with- 
out fear or prejudice. With the 
golden rule and the American con- 
stitution to guide 'is Is civil and re- 
ligious matters, tbe Roman Catholic 
will never be found wanting. Well 
msy he grasp the hand of every man 
and say. yes. we are all Americans, 
with one cause, one country snd one 
heart." i

WAY OF CROSS. 



Its Practice Originated In 
a Most Interes 
Manner 



During the Lenten Beason Csthollc 
churches throughout the world will 
devote at least one evening a week 
to the beautiful devotion called "The 
Way of the Cross." This practice 
originated In a most Interesting man- 
ner. Tradition tells us that after 
Christ's ascension the Blessed Virgin 
was wont dally to travel from 
Pilate's house to Mount Calvary, 
along the way over which Jesus bore 
the cross; and that she paused st 
those spots made memorable by some 
Insult, Injustice or cruelty Inflicted 
on Christ. Who can form an Idea of 
the Queen of Martyrs as she thus, 
amid those silent witnesses of the 
Passion, meditated on the sufferings 
of her Divine Son? Must not every 
sight of the pillar at which He was 
scourged, of the tribune whereon He 
was mocked, of the spots whereon He 
fell, of the way marked by his blood, 
of the nails that transfixed Him, of 
the cross whereon He died, and of 
the grave wherein He was buried, 
have been a sword which pierced 
her loving heart? 

These pilgrimages were noted; the 
sorrowful mother was not committed 
to make them alone; the holy women 
and disciples of our Lord accom- 
panied her, praying In the spirit of 
her hymn: 

"Fount of love and holy sorrow. 
Mother, may our spirit borrow 
Somewhat of thy woe profound; 
Unto Christ with pure emotion 
Raise our contrite heart's devotion. 
Love to read In every wound!" 
Thus the practice Inaugurated by 
Mary grew Into a devotion which hae 
led Christiana to hold In veneration 
every place In Palestine Identified 
with the Saviour. The devotion 
spread until everyone who had a 
favor to expect or a transgression to 
expiate vowed to visit the Holy Land. 
Pilgrimages to Jerusalem became 
more frequent and numerous. Tbe 
piously Inclined resolved to spend 
their lives In the prsctlce of mortifi- 
cation and prayer, where the very 
sUrroiyidlngs would constantly speak 
to Njntn of the events In their Divine 
Masf.ir'a life and death. With tbe 
growth of Christianity remoteness of 
certain peoples rendered a Journey to 
Jerusalem Impossible, so It was de- 
creed that those who could visit 
Jerusalem only In spirit should re- 
ceive the same graces as those who 
were privileged to do so In person;

ULSTESR REVOLT A FAILURE 



T. P. O'Coauor returned last week 
to find England In an extraord- 
inarily complicated and alarming 
situation because of the threatened 
strike of the coal miners. Every 
other topic, even of the many which 
now are fiercely dividing the public 
opinion, pales Into Insignificance be- 
fore the position of the labor world. 
If such a strike takes place all the 
ordinary political conditions and cal- 
culations will be blown sky high, for 
a universal strike must mean disor- 
der, snd disorder must mean blood- 
shed and drastic action on the part 
of the authorities, snd this drastic 
action would bring such estrange- 
ment between the working classes 
and the Government as to force the 
withdrawal of all support by the 
Laborltles to the Liberal Ministry, 
etther In the elections or In Parlia- 
ment. Though these apprehensions 
are ren! and well founded, everybody 
still hopes that the strike will be 
averted. 

This strike peril Is the only black 
cloud on the horizon. Everything 
since tbe opening of the session has 
gone In favor of the Government. 
Premier Asqulth, fresh from his long 
vacation In Sicily, made a succession 
of splendid and crushing speeches 
and Bonar Law made several bad 
mistakes. The attack on the home 
rule policy has proved the merest 
flwle The Tories made an impos- 
sible attempt In the face of their own 
speeches to prove that home rule waa 
not tbe Issue before tbe electors in 
tbe last election and called on the 
Ministry to drop home rule and pro- ' 
ceed with the work of reforming the 
House of Lords. Asqulth laughed all 
these suggestions out of court snd 
defeated the Tories by the substan- 
tial majority of ninety-three. The 
onfidence, already great, that home 
rule soon wltl be an accomplished 
fact Is enormously strengthened by 
this abject failure of the first Tory 
engagement. 

The news from Ireland la equally 
aatlsfaetory, opinion there being 
more united than at any time for 
years. The pressure of his own sup- 
porters has ranged even William 
O'Brien to a friendly attitude toward 
the Government, and It Is evident 
that he also will be forced to support 
the home rule bill. Such forecasts 
as have appeared of the borne rule 
bill convince the Irishmen It will be 
large, generous measure and the 
Irreeoncllanles and wreckers who 
were" trying during tbe Parlia- 
mentary recess to destroy the Irish 
party by Impossible demands were 
reduced to silence for the moment. 
John Redmond still reels the result 
of his serious accident during the re- 
cess and remains at Brighton for 
medical treatment, but he win be re- 
stored completely by the time the 
home rule fight really begins. 

Even the temper In Ulster has Im- 
proved, In spite of the unscrupulous 
attempt to create disorder. I have 
learned the Inside history of Win- 
ston Churchill's meeting In Belfast. 
Everybody agrees, and especially 
Churchill, that It was one of the 
finest meetings ever seen, and that 
the disorder was so slight that the 
Impotence of the Tories to create any 
aerlous disturbance was proved con- 
clusively. The most significant fact 
Is that the worklngmen In the great 
shipyards, who were formerly the 
fiercest battalions of the Orange 
array, remained for the most part 
Inside their works and declined to 
follow the lead of the Orange lead- 
ers. Tbe few hisses dlrscted sgalnst 
'•him iiiil cams from tbe smsll clerks 
and othsr well dressed rowdies sent 
from the merchants' of floes by their 
Orange employers. 

Several reports during the week 
have startled tbe world with ex- 
pected chsnges of the Ministry, In- 
cluding the early resignation of 
Asqulth and the exchange of tbe 
Premiership for ths Lord Chancellor- 
ship All such reports are ridiculous 
inventions. Asqulth never showed 
less of a disposition to retire. Hs Is 
especially lnterestsd In the home rule 
bill snd has attended the meetings of 
ths Catolust commlttss sngaged Is 
drawlog up the detsls. Wheo he was 
complimented by aa Irish member 
the othsr algbt on ths splendid form 
be recently showed, Asqulth an- 
swered that hs would be In even bet- 
ter form when the Irish bill comes 
on. This means thst he himself »IH 
tsks ths chief part In piloting ths 
measure through the House of Com- 
mons, which, as his skill Is uo- 
equsled as a Parliamentarian, does 
much to assure Its speedy passage 
The party feeling still Is fierce and 
will probably grow as the fight ad- 
vances, but for the moment high 
spirits on the std* ot the Liberals an 
despondency on the aide of 
Tories represent ths real mood of 
two parties.
